programs and tactics designed to 
promote kindness and compassion 
throughout one's community.

Rachel's Challenge came to Enfield High 
School on September 20, 2012. The next 


day, an unexpected “High-five.Friday” .was. 


held, with some students counting over 100 
high-fives. One week after the program, the 
first FOR (Friends of Rachel) club meeting 
was held; over 100 students attended. The 
fun events continued with a dance-zone 
Friday, scavenger hunt, and hat day. The 
FOR club also worked with Enfield High’s 
National Honor Society to hold an event in 
January called “When life gives you 
lemons”. This event promoted various acts 
of kindness and the importance of organ 
donation (it could save lives!). 

The FOR club's largest project was.a 
“kindness. blitz’ in December. While 
working closely. with Fermi and JFK, the 
entire month of December was dedicated 
to raising money for three charities: the 
Enfield Food Shelf, Loaves and Fishes, and 
Little Sisters of the Poor. Donations were 
accepted all month, and a day of kindness 
was held on December 15.

Students from. all 
three schools went all over town and 
helped the community- this included 
stops at the Enfield Central Library, Big Y

end of the day, a joint dance (with EHS 
and Fermi students attending) was held 
at Enrico Fermi High School. A dance 
was also held at JFK one week prior, and 
profits from both dances went towards 
the charities; by the end of the month, 
Enfield’s three FOR clubs raised a 
combined $5444. | 

With a very successful first year in’ 
Enfield, Rachel’s Challenge is here to 
stay. Enfield High School is excited for 
the program to return in fall 2013- this 
time with a different assembly for the 
students. The program has made a huge 
impact; there have been fewer referrals 
and fights this year, and things are 
looking up. The thought of next year has 
become appealing, especially with the 
return of the FOR club and some of the 
events it has offered.
